mission of Bishop, we must deal 
with him historically and 
ethically. Bishop Mason was 
molded in the deontological 
ethics of the Bible. The Bible to 
Bishop Mason served as a guide 
and directed man to what he 
(man) must do. As the preacher 
declared, “Be ye holy for I am 
holy.” Likewise Bishop stood on 
the foundation of obligation to 
God and view it as a must for 


GOD IS STILL HEALING 


Do you believe that God can 
outdo man? I have a personal 
experience to share with you to 
let you know that God is still 
moving by his Spirit. 


I was raised in the country, miles 
from a clinic, hospital or medical 
center. As you know there were 
no country Doctors to make 
house calls for blacks, yet we 
had sickness and diseases of all 
kinds. All we had to call on was 
God and our pastors for serious 
ailments. The minor sicknesses 
were taken care of by Mama and 
Daddy. I’ve seen preachers pray 
for many ailments, tooth aches, 
headaches, appedicitis; you 
name it. 


I don’t want to talk so much 
about what I’ve seen, but what 
has happened to me in the last 
five (5) years. One night as I was 
pushing my Volkswagen up a 
small hill, the clutch slipped; I 
felt a pull down around my 
groins. It didn’t bother me then, 
but about two (2) days later I 
began to feel the pain coming on 
slowly. I didn’t think too much 
about it until one night I 
couldn’t sleep because of the 
agony of the pain. Finally, I 
aroused my wife; About this 
time, I could hardly move my 
body, and I was in tears. The 
first thing my wife said was “Let 
me call a doctor”. I said no, and 
she almost went into hysterics; 
She was so terrified. She felt 
that if anything happened to me, 
my family would blame her. She 
pleaded with me to go to the 
doctor, but I explained to her 
what the Bible stated in James 
5:14 concerning the sick calling 
for the elders of the church. I 
told her that I was going to try 
God first, and if he didn’t heal 
me in a few days, I would go to 
the doctor. 


I called my ex-pastor that night, 
and he prayed for me over the 
phone. You know, I felt better 
and went right off to sleep. 
When I got up the next day, 
some of my friends called telling 
me what fool I was for not going 
to the doctor, and I let them 
shake my faith. The next thing I 
knew, I had a relapse so critical 
that I couldn’t move a muscle on 
my right side; the pain was 
unbearable. It was even painful 
for my wife to touch the bed. 
My wife about this time was 
almost sick from worry. Even 


though I was in much pain, I 
tried to comfort her which was 
impossible. Now my ex-pastor 
was a praying man and full of 
faith, but we had to wait until 
he got home from work that 
afternoon. About six o’clock we 
called him again this time 
succeeding. He came over and 
asked me what hurt. I told him, 
and he immediately got on his 
knees and started praying; then 
he put his hand on my shoulder 
and rubbed down, slowly. As he 
rubbed down my body, the pain 
went in front of his hand, all the

every man. Bishop Mason 
preached a gospel of hope and 
developed a sense of direction 
and goal.

Bishop Mason had a goal, and it 
was to see people saved and 
filled with the Spirit. Many 
times he preached revivals for 
our white brothers in the South 
and was truly blessed. In 1916, 
in the city of Nashville, 
Tennessee, the authorities rented 
an auditorium which _ seated 
7,000 and allowed him to 
conduct a Pentecostal meeting. 


FACTS TO 
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In the year 1914, the Assemblies 
of God, who were not organized, 
asked Bishop Mason to allow 
them the use of the church’s 
name so that they might issue 
preachers licenses. Therefore, 
the largest white Pentecostal 
organization had their licenses 
issued through the Church of 
God in Christ. I cited this

faith. It was not possible to 
prove the _ resurrection 
historically because nothing had 
occurred in history of this 
magnitude before. Nevertheless, 
the early church was convinced 
beyond the shadow of doubt 
that the Jesus of history was now 
the crucified, resurrected, and 
exalted Lord (Acts 1:9-11, 
7:54-56). 


These ideas and concepts were 
relatively easily understood by 
those of the community of 
believers on Palestinian soil. But 
when the church finally arrived 
at that point at which it changes 
its mind about the immediate 
return of the Lord (they felt 
that Jesus would return in their 
lifetime I Thess. 4:16-17; Acts 
1:9-11) they began to carry the 
Gospel in full force beyond the 
confines of Jerusalem. When the 
Gospel began to transcend 
geographical and _ religious 
boundaries it became necessary 
for the missionaries to employ 
terms, concepts, metaphors and 
symbols that were easily 
understood by those whom they 
sought to win to the Christian 
faith. 


In light of these historical facts, 
one can see that Christian 
theology is a_ syncretistic 
phenomenon (made up of many 
ideas, concepts, and thoughts of 
systems) designed to promote 
the message of Jesus to all the 
world (Matt. 28:19-20.) 


Within the context of 20th 
century mentality, and in light 
of much ~ettore “in “some 
theological circles to minimize 
the validity of the Bible, it seems 
necessary that all who study and 
teach the Bible should seriously 
consider certain historical facts, 
they are: (1) The Bible is a 
record of a peopie who felt that . 
they (the Jews) were inspired of 
God to write for their time and 
for their posterity; (2) The Bible 
is a reflection of how those 
people felt and understood 
God’s dealing with them; (3) 
The Bible is a historical book 
that points beyond history, 
therefore to rightly understand 
it you must be tied into the 
Holy Spirit which is beyond 
history; (4) The letters that 
make up the New Testament 
were all situational letters

More shocking than the movies 
and books listed are the many 
Satan worship ceremonies going 
on regularly. In these services 
is praised for his

security and guidance. The 
people further ask Satan for 
more knowledge in _ their 
oncoming days. They leave 
feeling that they have been 
refreshed for they have 
communed with the devil. In 
short, they hold the devil’s 
church. 


On college campuses their are 
often nightly sessions where one 
can converse with a student who 
has proclaimed himself a disciple 
of Satan and who wishes to draw 
others to his god. A sign of the 
times is that their is no shame, 
no feeling of guilt, no sense of 
false security. Rather these 
people feel they have achieved 
true peace, have no fear of the 
future and above all no fear of 
hell. The fact that the wages of 
sin is death has no effect on 
them, for sin from the devil is a 
myth. In short, as God promised 
they have been given over to a 
‘“‘reprobated mind’? .The 
situation is sad, but true, for 
they shall die and in hell lift up 
their eyes never having had the 
knowledge of true security or a 
lasting peace.

the Pentecostal Fathers of 
America. Why was he_ the 
greatest? 

(1) People were ripe for the 
Pentecostal message the world 
over. Therefore, when the spark 
of Pentecost was situated on a 
certain college campus in 1860 
to the roaring fire of Azusa 
Street, folks were ready for 
Pentecost. 


(2) Among Blacks, Bishop 
Mason never desired to 
restructure the type of worship 
Blacks were accustomed to. 
Bishop let us continue in our 
African traditions of clapping 
hands, shouting and rhythmic 
service that can be a joyful 
noise. Bishop also found a 
Biblical base for most of our 
actions. 

(3) Bishop Mason appealed to 
men on a spiritual and moral 
level. 


(4) Pentecost signaled the 
completion of religious 
conversion, ‘“‘a fullness.” 

To the church I would like to 
say that Bishop Mason was a real 
human that walked this earth. 
We must remember his work and 
know it is only begun. True, 
Bishop did not sit down and 
establish an ethical system; but 
he, like Jesus, had the kingdom’s 
business at hand. It is up to us to 
carry on the work and let the 
world know about this song in 
our hearts.
